ligbl clothing and eihauated by their journey, 
without any sufficient meant ; without tenia, 
much lest substantial habitations — will And it 
scarcely possible to exttt. Tt would, however, 
be absurd to form a notion, of the ultimate 
capabilities of a country from such circum- 
stances. We are aaaared by gentlemen 
who have long lived in the neighborhood, and 
who are familiar with those regions, that if 
proper preparations could be made there would 
be no difficulty in passing tho winter. ThU 
does not street the prudence of waiting tha 
opening of summer before any attempt be nude 
lo colonise on an extensive scale, but ut leant 
asstuOH ut thut wherever proper provision can 
be made, the population may settle, and that a 
new centre of colonisation may even now be 
permanently established. What would be the 
condition of the people in America, had 
they no other provision than that which 
can be taken to the Snowy River in • 
bog V Would they not also find existence 
impossible ? Part of this region La entirely 
destitute of limber, but tha valleys abound with 
wood, and ore of course, by their position, more 
sheltered and habitable. It does not follow 
because in certain positions the drift-snow ulU 
up the gorges of the mountains, tlutt there- 
fore the whole is inhabitable. Of conrH 
there b no comparUon between the 
cold of the Australian regions and that 
which prevails in countries where for half 
the year the earth is impenetrable, and whore 
the waters axe froisen ; but the inhabitants 
are inured to thsm and are prepared to 
face them. The economy of their life ut 
arranged to turn the frost and snows of winter 
into sources of unimal enjoyment. There is 
reason for congratulation that the intervoning 
country la already studded with townships, and 
ihnt they extend to within forty miles of the 
ueut of operation. Thus along the line 
to transmit supplies according to the 
demtind which may be felt, is comparatively 
easy, and we shall not have the apprehen- 
sion of the absolute starvation of the people 
which excited so much nlarm at the time of the 
emigration to I'ort Cui'ti*. 

As soon aa the productiveness of these gold- 
fields shall be fairly established, we hope that 
the Oovenimanit willmakcevcryexertiontosflcuro 
rapid communication.

industry, so as to assure permanent occupation 
and the formation of settled society. We see 
what lias been the result at Ballnitrat. 
They have there a city rivaling 
in its resources and attraction* the metropolis 
il self, and thus bringing undor restraining and 
civilising influences the gold mining population. 
However desirable it may seem to some that 
men should march and countermarch and carry 
all their treasures on their shoulders, we are 
sure that the sober people of this colony will 
estimate the immense advantage of concentrated 
labour. They will see how it cheapens Oorem- 
ruent — how it lesaena the chances of individual 
dint re as — how it multiplies, the forms of occupa- 
tion—how it opens an ever-expanding field 
for a growing population. Instead of regarding 
the arrival of inarriigranls as intrusive or dread- 
ing Ihe encroachment of one form of industry 
upon another, we shall, should these gold-fields 
prove* what we anticipate, receive any arrival 
with satisfaction, and announce il as a piece of 
welcome intelligence. 

Looking to the probable direction of popula- 
tion, it is obvious that the Clyde River forms 
thehest point of approach. Thut will give eon. 
Hide table development to that locality. We have 
no desire to see Victoria weakened by the lose 
of useful population. There can, however, bo 
no question that a considerable emigration 
will fellow the path of discovery, on whatever 
aide of the AuttnUan Alps it aaay occur. Nor 
la it at all improbable that enterprise may be 
pushed on the other side of the dividing range, 
and thus counteract the attraction of the fields 
within our territory. However thia may be, we 
have a right to our turn of prosperity ; and 
while we lope for the colony of Melbourne a 
continual advancement, our satisfaction at ila 
prosperity will not be diminished if we ahould 
be enabled to resume our former position at I lie 
head of die Australian coramiinittes.

In this valley there it room for a 
Urge population to winter, if well provided with 
rood. 1 here is egrese from it to the Hurray 
country, where the climate Is of course ntUd. 

The snow rarely visits the mountains 
the month of May. There an occasional i 
storms, but they rapidly melt away, I saving 
only _ e patch here and there, not 
sufficient to interrupt industry. Therm 
have been examples of a fall of snow, even in 
February, which remained upon the ground 
eight or nine day*.
